JESUS CERTAINLY did not mean here that 
it is impossible for a rich man to be saved. He pointed out 
to the rich young ruler a possible way of salvation, in 
Matthew 19:17-21. Joseph of Arimathea was a man of 
relative wealth and was a disciple of Christ; Barnabas of 
Cyprus was likewise of relative wealth and was a saved 
man. The accent in this verse is not on the fact that a 
rich man can not be saved, but rather on the fact that 
his riches can not purchase his entrance into the king- 
dom of God. That this is the correct meaning is borne out 
by Jesus’ words in verse 26, “With men this is impossible; 
but with God all things are possible,” meaning that 
man’s wealth does not purchase eternal life or merit 
eternal life, but that God can grant eternal life to a man 
with wealth. It is hard for a-rich man to be saved be- 
cause he learns to trust in the power of his riches rather 
than in the power-of God. 


Some have imagined that Jesus referred to a small 
gate in the wall of Jerusalem, called the Needle’s Eye. No 
one could pass through this gate except by crawling, and 
it was absolutely impossible for a camel to pass through. 
This however, has no support in scripture, and certainly 
was not the meaning of Jesus, for He spoke of “the eye of 
a needle’—any needle—and not something called the 


Needle’s Eye.

question found in James 4:14, “For what is your 

life?” We have discussed your present physical 
life and future or eternal life. To conclude this series, 
let me direct your thinking to the few moments between 
these two. What will be your attitude toward your life 
when the time for your departure is at hand, when you 
are facing the inevitable path through the valley of the 
shadow of death? At that time, perhaps you will survey 
your life on earth and your prospects for eternal life. 
Then you will be best prepared to answer, in its fullest 
significance, the question, “What is your life?” 

Let me read to you the words spoken by the Apostle 
Paul as he approached the end of a life of service to 
Christ. You will find these words in 2 Timothy 4:6-8, 
“... The time of my departure is at hand. I have fought 
a good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the 
faith: henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all 
them also that love his appearing.” 

How desirable it is for us to fight a good fight. How 
many of you have played a game with a burning desire 
to win, or to give the opponent a good fight? Perhaps 
there was no prize, just an innate desire to win. Can 
you remember the good feeling of being a winner? Then 
think how you will feel as you approach the conclusion 
to the game of life. How glorious it will be to say with the 
Apostle Paul, “I have fought a good fight.” 

Those of you that have followed baseball, can you re- 
member how every world series game is a good game? 
Every play is important. Why? Not only because of the 
desire to be the winner in an important game, but there 
is a great prize for the winner. What is the prize in this 
game of life? To the winner there is eternal life, and to 
the loser, eternal damnation. 

Paul said, “I have fought a good fight, I have finished

book, or you ladies, when you start to make a dress, how 
eager you are for the completion. When you men start to 
repair something, how annoying it is to be interrupted. 
A few years ago I built a home. With a great deal of care 
we selected the site, drew the plans for the house, fol- 
lowed meticulously the day by day details of construction. 
What a sense of accomplishment to walk in when the 
house was completed! But Jesus has for our life a work 
far greater than building a home. By devoting our time 
and talents to Him, we shall be able to review our life 
with a sense of completeness. We shall be able to say, 
“I have finished my course.” 

Paul then said, “J have kept the faith.” Do you know 
the good feeling that comes from someone’s trusting you 
with something very valuable? There is something about 
trust that builds character. (Let me say parenthetically, 
parents, build trust in your children.) Jesus Christ has 
given us life; He has shed His blood for our salvation. 
Will it not be glorious knowing that we have kept His 
trust; we have kept the faith? 

This scene at the end of the Apostle Paul’s life was 
not all a review. In his testimony we find an enthusi- 
astic preview of things to come. He said, “Henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at that day.” 
Paul was able there to demonstrate a fundamental teach- 
ing of Christ. At a time when he was imprisoned and had 
been condemned to death, he was capable of thinking of 
others. He penned these inspiring words, “Not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his appearing.” Glory! 
Hallelujah! 

What is your life? How will it appear to you as you 
view it in those few moments before you depart the earthly 
life? If we as Paul can say with pride, with joy, with 
purpose, with a sense of completion, and with a sense of 
satisfaction, “I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith,” then it will be possible 
for us to claim the prize of eternal life.

remain true to them, your world will at last be built. 

To desire is to obtain; to aspire is to achieve. Shall 
man’s basest desire receive the fullest measure of gratifi- 
cation and his purest aspirations starve for lack of sus- 
tenance? Such is not the law; such a condition of things 
can never obtain. “Ask and ye shall receive.” 

Dream lofty dreams; and as you dream, so shall you 
become. Your vision is the promise of what you shall 
one day be; your ideal is the prophecy of what you 
shall at last unveil. 

You will receive that which you earn—no more, no 
less. Whatever your present environment may be, you 
will fall, remain, or rise with your thoughts, your vision, 
your ideal. You will become as small as your controlling 
desire or as great as your dominant aspiration. In the 
beautiful words of Stanton Kirkham Davis, “You may be 
keeping accounts, and presently you shall walk out of the 
door that for so long has seemed to you the barrier of 
your ideals; and you shall find yourself before an audi-

ence—the pen still behind your ear, and the ink stains 
on your fingers—and then and there shall pour out the 
torrent of your inspiration. You may be driving sheep, 
and you shall wander to the city—bucolic and open- 
mouthed; shall wander under the intrepid guidance of 
the Spirit into the studio of the master, and after a 
time he shall say, “I have nothing more to teach you.” 
And now you have become the master, who did so re- 
cently dream of great things while driving sheep. You 
shall lay down the saw and the plane to take upon your- 
self the regeneration of the world.” 

The thoughtless, the ignorant, and the indolent, seeing 
only the apparent effects of things and not the things 
themselves, talk of luck, of fortune, and of chance. Seeing 
a man grow rich, they say, “How lucky he is!” Observ- 
ing another become intellectual, they exclaim, “How high- 
ly favored he is!” And noting the saintly character 
and wide influence of another, they remark,“How chance 
aids him at every turn!” They do not see the trials and 
failures and struggles which these men have voluntarily 
encountered in order to gain their experiences; have no 
knowledge of the sacrifices they have made, of the un- 
daunted efforts they have put forth, of the faith they 
have exercised, that they might overcome the apparently 
insurmountable, and realize the visions of their hearts. 
They do not know the darkness and the heartaches; they 
only see the light and joy, and call it “luck”; do not see 
the long and arduous journey but only behold the pleas- 
ant goal, and call it “chance.” 

In all human affairs, there are efforts; and there are 
results; and the strength of the effort is the measure of 
the result. 

The greatest achievement was, at first and for a time, 
a dream. The oak sleeps in the acorn; the bird waits in 
the egg; and in the highest vision of the soul, a waking 
angel stirs. Dreams are the seedlings of realities. 


YOUR CIRCUMSTANCES may be uncon- 
genial, but they shall not long remain so if you but 
perceive an ideal and strive to reach it. You cannot 
travel within and stand still without. Here is a youth 
hard pressed by poverty and labor, confined long hours 
in an unhealthy workshop, unschooled, and lacking all 
the arts of refinement. But he dreams of better things; he 
thinks of intelligence, of refinement, of grace and bea

RULY, this is the testimony that all Christians of 

today should have; and I believe that the Church 

of God, as a whole, has it; for there is no small 
stir everywhere a Church of God is, or is being estab- 
lished. 

Wherever Paul and Silas and many of the apostles 
went, after Pentecost, they created no small stir among 
the people in some way or other. They did not start any 
trouble or any uproar intentionally. They spoke and 
moved about with such boldness and authority in Christ, 
that it aroused the people with whom they came in con- 
tact, either to adore and accept Jesus Christ, the Son of 
the living God, or to rage and rise in an uproar especial- 
ly the so-called religious body of that day. The Doc- 
trine of Jesus, that Paul and Silas preached, was contrary 
to the added laws of the priests and scribes of the Tem- 
ple; and completely upset the traditions of the populace 
in general. The same gospel will do the same today; in 
many places it will be accepted gladly and, in other places, 
rejected. 

Tidings of the early apostles preceded them and spread 
afar; thus they were accepted by some with joy, but by 
the religious leaders with envy, disdain, and often with 
fear. Often councils were hastily called to figure out some 
way to get rid of them, or to cause their ministry to be 
spoken of evilly. The cry of alarm: “These that have 
turned the world upside down are come hither also.” 
Why? Because priests and scribes knew that if the people 
believed in this doctrine of Jesus Christ, they would lose 
influence, positions, and incomes already established by 
their teachings of the traditions of men, and their adding 
to, and taking away from the laws given by Moses. 

Yes, for greed and fleshly lusts (desires) they sought to 
injure their best friends. Any minister or handmaiden of 
today, as then, is the sinners’ best friend. The Christian 
cannot save the soul; but he or she can lead the sinner 
to Christ Jesus, the Son of God, who can and will save 

that repent and call on Him. 

The secret of the stir created amongst the people by 
the early apostles is that they did not lean on their own 
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understanding, were filled with the Spirit, and were led 
by the Holy Ghost. They did not follow ordinary methods 
of ministry; but as Paul himself states, “And I, brethern 
when I came to you, came not with excellency of speech, 
or of wisdom, declaring unto you the testimony of God. 
And my speech and my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power,” 1 Corinthians 2:1, 4. Later, he firm- 
ly declared to them: “Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God.” 2 Corinthians 7:1. 


LET US REMEMBER, if we—as Christians, as 
the Church of God—are to accomplish great things for 
God in these last and perilous days, it is going to be 
through the power of the Spirit of God, and not through 
fine comfortable cushioned pews (though all right). It is 
not going to be through great theological orations and 
lectures spiced with laughable anecdotes, or through great 
singspiration programs with slapstick comedy thrown in 
to attract the children. Neither is it going to be by tedious 
hours of dry teaching of theology and science, without 
any spiritual life. The Bible tells us: “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts,” 
Zechariah 4:6b. 

Do our lives upset the general order of conditions in our

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MISSIONARY’S DAUGHTER IN AFRICA GOES TO 
BALTIMORE SCHOOL BY MAIL 


SHIRLEY JOYCE MOONEYHAM is a typical 
American girl except for two things. She lives in Abak in 
Nigeria, just above the Equator. And she goes to school 
by mail. 

She attends the Calvert School in Baltimore, Maryland, 
a non-profit unendowed institution that for some 50 
years has specialized in providing an education, from 
kindergarten through the ninth grade, for children who 
cannot attend regular schools. 

Shirley is the daughter of Brother and Sister T. D. 
Mooneyham, who are Church of God missionaries in Ni- 
geria. She has several Calvert schoolmates in other parts 
of Nigeria and in Africa; for the school’s student body 
includes some 8,000 pupils all over the world, many of 

hem children of missionaries. 
ea At the beginning of the year Shirley receives a large 
parcel containing all the books, materials and even paper

and pencils necessary for the year’s work. With it there 
is a lesson manual for her mother’s use; this divides the 
year’s work into 160 lessons in each subject and shows 
what should be studied every day. 

At the end of every 20 lessons, a special lesson is pre- 
pared and sent back to Calvert in Baltimore. There a 
Calvert faculty member reviews it thoroughly, gives it a 
grade; and returns it with suggestions about the next 
month’s work. In the exchange of letters with these les- 
sons, pupil and teacher frequently build a very close re- 
lationship, even though they may never meet. 

At the end of each course, Calvert issues a certificate 
like that of all elementary schools. A number of mis- 
Sionary children have returned to the States for high 
school having had all eight years of their elementary 
school work through Calvert. 

In its 50 years of service to children who cannot attend 
regular schools, Calvert has more than 100,000 “alumni.” 
Some of these were missionary children who are now 
themselves missionaries and are educating their own 
children through Calvert courses—Donald C. Thompson, 
N: W.-Ayer and Son, Inc.

tion, “Why do you believe in God?” And, some of 

the time, we are unable to efficiently answer the 
question. We know why we believe in God, yet we are re- 
luctant to express our belief. It could be that we have 
been caught as one who reads the Bible but does not feed 
upon it. At any rate, there are some reasons why I, per- 
sonally, believe in God. It is my pleasure to share them 
with you, and it is my prayer that you will receive from 
them something that will be a blessing to you. 

First, I believe in God because the world of nature 
points to Him. The first book of Moses, called “Genesis,” 
gives us a detailed description of the creation; and 
through reading this book we are brought face to face 
with the fact that nature in its existence points to God. 
Let us read some of the words and then see them ful- 
filled: “In the beginning God created the heaven and the 
earth.” This was fulfilled. “And God said, Let there be 
light: and there was light.” God said, “Let there be a 
firmament in the midst of the waters...” and it came 
to pass. God said, “Let the waters under the heaven be 
gathered together unto one place, and let the dry land 
appear: and it was so.” 

God said, “Let the earth bring forth grass, the herb 
yielding seed, and the fruit tree yielding fruit after his 
kind, whose seed is in itself, upon the earth: and it was 
so.” God said, “Let there be lights in the firmament of 
the heaven to divide the day from the night; and let 
them be for signs, and for seasons, and for days, and 
years ... and it was so.” God said, “Let the waters bring 
forth abundantly the moving creature that hath life, and 
fowl that may fly above the earth in the open firmament 
of heaven ... and God saw that it was good.” 

God said, “Let the earth bring forth the living creature 
after his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, and beast of 
the earth after his kind: and it was so.” And God said, 
“Let us make man in our image, after our likeness... 
So God created man in his own image, in the image of 
God created he him; male and female created he them.” 

As we look about us today, we see the manifestation of 
God as the sun gives forth its warmth and glow, and as 
the moon shines so brightly at night; we see the land 
as it brings forth the beautiful flowers and watch them 


Vpive. TIMES WE ARE approached with the ques- 
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as they grow and give off their radiant fragrance. We 
see the fish of the water and the birds of the air as they 
glorify the Creator in their movements. We see man as 
he goes to and fro upon the earth; some following the 
devices of sin and others glorifying God. All of this proves 
to me there is a God. 


Charles Forlines in his book entitled, Finding God 
Through Christ says, “Follow astronomy, geology, phys- 
ics, chemistry and biology far enough and this is what 
you find: law, order, cosmos, God.” Yes, God is the Crea- 
tor and Supreme God today and I am happy to believe 
in Him. 


SECOND, I BELIEVE in God because of the 
moral impulsion and conscience which I feel. Recently, I 
read of a “Conscience Fund” that has grown from a 
few thousand dollars to millions of dollars. Yes, people to- 
day realize there is a God because their conscience tells 
them of the wrongs before they do them. We have im- 
pulses to do things; but, if God be true, we know whether 
or not they are morally right or wrong before we do 
them. Then, when we go against what we know is right, 
we have the knowledge that we have sinned. Matthew 
27:3, 4 relates to us that Judas’ conscience declared to 
him that he had sinned. Yes, the moral impulses and 
our conscience are always working and warn us from 
the cradle to the grave of what is right and what is 
wrong. This is an act of God. Since it is an act of God, 
it serves as a directional signal pointing to God; and, 
as a result, I believe in God. 


Third, I believe in God because of the course of history— 
not history as it relates to places and dates but a moral 
history. When our God created this world and its crea- 
tures, as I mentioned in the first part of this article, the 
history of man and his acts began to flow. Adam, the 
first man, was instructed in the law of righteousness— 
making it a moral kingdom; and the history since then 
has been evolving around the fact of good or evil. The 
Old Testament gives us both history and prophecy. 


All through the Bible it clearly implies that we are | & 


der a moral law; we may choose to do good or choose

6, HY ARE ye so fearful” are 
VU) words Jesus spoke to His 
disciples when they were 
convinced that the winds and waves 
would destroy and send them to a wa- 
tery grave. It seems that today He 
forcefully speaks to you and to me the 
same words that He sadly spoke to 
them—“How is it that ye have no 
faith?” 

How, indeed? I ask. Why are you 
so fearful? After constantly hearing 
and reading about a dread disease 
that threatens mankind, do you fear? 
Jesus has been the Healer of all dis- 
eases since the day He healed the in- 
curable lepers. When you hear the 
statistics, are you afraid that you have 
a very good chance of spending some 
time in a mental institution? He has 
had control of the human mind since 
He healed the man at the tombs, 
whom we later find clothed and in 
his right mind sitting at the feet of 
Jesus! Surely one cannot be afraid of 
the depression rumors being circulat- 
ed today!

do evil. Therefore, it would be a wise thing for us to re- 
member that “Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap. For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the 
flesh reap corruption.” History points us to the accuracy 
of this Scripture. On the other hand, we are also told, 
“He that soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting.” We are made up alike; we cry with 
those that cry and laugh with those that laugh. We all 
suffer alike. History also points out that “all things work 
together for good to them that love God.” Through loving 
God and believing in the history of the Bible and its ful- 
fillment, I believe in God. 

Fourth, and last, I believe in God because of what I can 
feel in my soul. Words are very inadequate for me to ex- 
press just what I feel in my soul. John 1:14 says, “the 
word was made flesh, and dwelt among us.” He not only 
dwelt among us; but, somehow or other, I have a feeling 
that he is in us through the working of the Holy Ghost. 
This Spirit fills our spiritual needs, our physical needs, 
and our material needs. Many things I do not know, but 
I am certain of one thing: Eleven years ago while living 
in Sevierville, Tennessee, and attending Bible Training 
School and College as a High School freshman, Christ 
came into my life.

It is the Spirit of God within our souls that helps 
us to understand the problems we face. Without Christ in 
my life, I could not do anything; but, through Christ, all 
things are possible. The many times he has healed my 
body, supplied my material and physical needs, and given 
me a shout in my soul, makes me to know of a certainty 
that there is a God.

ty. He conceives of and mentally builds up an ideal con- 
dition of life; the vision of a wider liberty and a larger 
scope takes possession of him; unrest urges him to action; 
and he utilizes all his spare time and means, small though 
they are, to the development of his latent powers and 
resources. Very soon his mind has become so altered 
that the workshop can no longer hold him. It has become 
so out of harmony with his mentality that it falls out of 
his life as a garment that is cast aside; and, with the 
growth of opportunities which fit the scope of his ex- 
panding powers, he passes out of it forever. Years later, 
we see this youth as a full grown man. We find him a 
master of certain forces of the mind which he wields 
with world-wide influence and almost unequaled power. 
In his hands he holds the cords of gigantic responsibili- 
ties; he speaks, and lo! lives are changed; men and wom- 
en hang upon his words and remold their characters; 
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and, as the sun, he becomes the fixed and luminous 
center around which innumerable destinies revolve. He 
has realized the vision of his youth. He has become one 
with his ideal. 

And you, too, Youthful Reader, will realize the vision 
(not the idle wish) of your heart, be it base or beautiful 
or a mixture of both; for you will always gravitate toward 
that which you, secretly, love most. Into your hands will 
be placed the exact results of your own thoughts; chance 
is not. “Gifts” and powers, material, intellectual, and 
spiritual possessions are the fruits of effort; they are 
thoughts completed, objects accomplished, visions real- 
ized.

homes, or the places where we board and room, or labor, 
or even worship? 

Are you different? Can folks tell that you are a Chris- 
tian, by the way you dress, the way you talk, the way 
you walk, the places you go, and how often you go to 
church? If you are a minister or a handmaiden, does your 
preaching create no small stir, upset some of the pet 
ideas and traditions of many church members and pro- 
fessing Christians, draw the desire of the sinner to re- 
pentance and instill in him a longing to be converted and 
added to the good Church of God? 


Is Jesus Christ so illuminated by the Holy Ghost in our 
everyday lives that when sinners and backsliders are near 
us, they either feel ashamed of themselves and ask for 
prayer; or they resent our presence and would rather be 
away from us because they love darkness, for their deeds 
are evil? If not, there is a lack of the dynamite of God 
in our lives—the Holy Spirit power, which we should be 
full of. When filled with the Spirit and moved by Him, 
we'll be unusual and will do out-of-the-ordinary things 
for Jesus. We will be strong in faith, full of zeal and 
wisdom, and we will speak and live the life Christ gives 
us with boldness and authority. 


One cannot be neutral and have the victory in Jesus or 
do exploits for Him. We must be spiritually militant. “But 
the people that do know their God shall be strong, and do 
exploits,” Daniel 11:32. 


Paul writes to Timothy, “Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou art also called 
and hast professed a good profession before many wit- 
nesses,” 1 Timothy 6:12. 


Let us stir ourselves and take a definite stand for 
Christ, moving forward with unbroken ranks in the 
boldness and authority of Jesus and the Holy Ghost.

“... my right and my cause.. .” 


A significant event in the production of religious films 
is the new Korean sound motion picture “. . . my right 
and my cause...” prepared by the American Bible So- 
ciety and available on a free-loan basis. The title comes 
from Psalm 9, part of which is read on the sound track. 
The picture tells the true and dramatic story of the mak- 
ing of the Revised Hankul Bible for Korea, a Bible in 
which the simplified Hankul spelling replaces the class- 
ical, ornate Korean alphabet and can be read more easily 
and with greater understanding by the Korean people. 

With the exception of one scene, the picture was pho- 
tographed in Korea. The making of the Hankul Bible 
was filled with dramatic and stirring incidents, all of 
which have been faithfully portrayed in the film. The 
Rev. Young Bin Im, secretary of the Korean Bible Society 
and responsible for the translation and production of the 
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Bible, with Mrs. Im re-enact some of the more signifi- 
cant events of the four-year period covered by this film. 

The picture is filmed in 16mm Kodachrome color with 
sound. The film, with sound track, runs for about 26 
minutes, and comes on one 1200-foot reel. For the open- 
ing and closing of the picture, a professional Korean 
musician plays on the cheng, a Korean pipe organ 
used only for sacred music. Drums, harp and pipes play- 
ing traditional Korean numbers, create an additional 
musical background for the film. 

The picture may be secured on a free-loan basis from 
the Visual Materials Department of the American Bible 
Society, 440 Fourth Avenue, New York 16, N. Y., or any 
of the Bible Society’s district offices.

I can best express my sentiments at the conclusion of 
this series by quoting John 20:31, “But these are written, 
that ye might believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God; and that believing ye might have life through his 
name.” 
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These pictures are of the exterior 
and interior of the newly constructed 
Monroe Church of God. This beauti- 
ful building, which is thirty-six by 
seventy-six feet in size, is situated on 
a lovely lot in one of the better resi- 
dential sections of Monroe. It has ca- 
thedral glass windows, carpeted floors, 
factory-built pews, and all of the oth- 
er things that make a beautiful interi- 
or. Too, this building is also equipped 
with a 250,000 B.T.U. central heating 
system and has nice rest rooms. It al- 
so has a baptistry. 

Rev. Harry R. Henderson, the pas- 
tor, went to Monroe about two years 
ago. The congregation there owned 
this lot and had a building fund of 
$750.00; however, they were a long way 
from the place that they have at- 
tained under the able leadership of 
Brother Henderson. Shortly after he 
arrived at Monroe, he began to envi- 
sion the church building that is a re- 
ality there today. He has spent count- 
less hours iaboring with his hands, as 
well as many hours in managing and 
directing his congregation in this ac- 
complishment and in prayer to God 
for strength and provisions to go on 
with the project. 

Of course, the church there is mov- 
ing forward in all departments. The 
Sunday School has gained in attend- 
ance from about 60 to 70 to an average 
of 147 last month. 

We must not forget to tell you that 
the Monroe congregation owes only 
$4,700.00 on this building. It is valued 
at approximately $35,000.00. This pas- 
tor and fine congregation does not in- 
tend to rest on the laurels of this ac- 
complishment, by the time you read 
this they will have broken the ground 
for a two-story Sunday School annex! 
Isn’t it wonderful what faith AND 
WORK will accomplish. May God ever 
bless this good pastor and his fine peo- 
ple for their monumental work.

Dr. Gallup indicated that the most 
interesting polls taken by his institute 
have been on questions of religion. He 
further stated that his interviewers 
never experienced resistance when 
asking individual religious preferences 
or religious affiliation. “Actually we 
experience resistance when we ask 
how they voted in the last election.” 

In reviewing the history of the As- 
sociation of Statisticians of American 
Religious Bodies, which was formed 
thirty years ago, Dr. Gallup strongly 
urged that proper efforts be made to 
have the 1956 Census of Religious 
Bodies taken by the Federal Govern- 
ment as has been done since 1850 with 
the exception of the immediate post- 
war 1946. 

The Statisticians’ Association sent 
the following joint telegram to Sher- 
man Adams, Assistant to the Presi- 
dent; Sinclair Weeks, Secretary of 
Commerce; and Rowland Hughes, Di- 
rector of the Budget. 

“The undersigned members of the 
Association of Statisticians of Ameri- 
can Religious Bodies, including the 
Catholic, Jewish and Protestant 
Faiths, meeting in New York are deep- 
ly disturbed at cumulative evidence of 
serious questions as to whether the 
Department of Commerce, The Budget 
Bureau, and the President will recom- 
mend the taking of the Census of 
Religious Bodies in 1956. This has been 
a regular and highly valued decennial 
census since 1850 and we strongly urge 
its continuance.

MORAL SAFEGUARDS DEMANDED 
FOR NEW RESERVE DRAFTEES 


The National Security Training Com- 
mission has demanded careful safe- 
guards over the moral conditions that 
will surround U. S. Army camps where 
18-year-old youths will take the new 
six-month reserve training program. 

The new program, which was op- 

sed by some religious groups when 
egislation authorizing it was before 
Congress —_ this year, got under 
way last October with a group of 672 
teenagers and 495 national guards- 
men. The Army plans to train 90,000 
youths during the coming year. 

In its report to Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson, the commission rec- 
ommended tough military training for 
the youthful reservists, who after 
completion of the six-month training 
camp indoctrination will spend seven 
and one half years in the active re- 
serves. But it devoted most of its re- 
port to the need of meeting the moral 
problems involved in taking large 
groups of 18-year-olds out of their 
normal environment. 

The Commission urged that the 
trainees be given “little, if any, leave 
or time off base.” It said the Army 
should vee J strict watch to see that 
no intoxicating beverages are available 
to the young trainees, and to make 
sure that prostitution is prohibited in 
the vicinity of the training camps. It 
made a number of suggestions con- 


cerning recreation facilities and lec- 
ture series, and asked that arrange- 
ments be made whereby families and 
friends of the trainees may visit with 
them on weekends and during off- 
duty hours.
